On Thursday, the 12th April, two 
new design postage stamps will be 
available for purchase by the public 
in Post Offices throughout Canada. 
A 4c purple stamp will illustrate a 
herd of Caribou and a 5c blue stamp 
will illustrate the head of a Mountain 
Goat. . 

These two new designs of postage 
stamps are being issued to call atten- 
tion to Canada's National Wildlife 
Week, April the 8th to the 14th. By 
issuing these stamps the Post Of- 
fice Department wishes to em- 
phasize to all the importance of se- 
curing and restoring the wildlife re- 
sources of Canada, not only for their 
considerable economic value but also 
because they are a constant source 
cf pleasure to thousands in every 
walk of life. 


Both new 
small size, vertical, measuring ap- 
proimately 1”x%”. Both stamps were 
designed by Emanual Hahn, R.C.A., 
a sculptor of Toronto. The two new 
issue stamps are of the commemora- 
tive type and will not be re-ordered 
when the original supply is exhaust- 
ed. The stamps are being engraved 
and printed by the Canadian Bank 
Note. Co., Limited, Ottawa. These 
stamps will be issued to Postmasters 
in panes of 100 stamps each. They 
will not be overprinted with the let- 
ter “G” to indicate their use by 
Government Departments. 


First Day Covers 


All the patrons who desire to have 
First Day Covers prepaid with the 
new issue postage stamps specially 
cancelled on the date of issue, the 
12th April, are required to forward 
self-addressed covers to the Post- 
master, Ottawa 2, Ontario, not to the 
Philatelic Section, to arrive not later 
than the 10th April. All covers must 
contain “fillers” and must be sealed 
or have the flap turned in. To avoid 
errors the patron should mark on the 
cover, upper right hand corner, the 
quantity and denomination of stamps 
to be affixed to each cover. Do not 
fold covers when forwarding through 
the mails. Enclose all covers in an 
cutside cover marked “First Day of 
Issue.” All covers will be returned by 
ordinary mail unless it is specifically

requested that they be returned by 
registered mail. Covers to be re- 
turned by registered mail must in- 
clude an additional 20c registration 
prepayment fee. Orders for first day 
cover service must not include orders 
for mint or unused stamps. Remarks 
or enquiries not related directly to 
the order for First Day Covers 
should be written on a separate piece 
of paper. 

In addition to the cost of postage 
required to be affixed to the covers 
at ordinary, air mail or registered 
mail rates, collectors must include in 
their remittance sufficient money to 
vay the Department's cover service 
fee amounting to 5c for each cover 
forwarded for service. The necessary 
space should be allowed on First Day 
Covers if blocks of stamps are or- 
dered. The Postmaster. Ottawa, can- 
not guarantee to supply plate cor- 
ner blocks of four stamps which will 
be distributed as equitably as the 
supply permits.

tion will not handle First Day 
Covers. 
Postage Rates 
The postage rate on First Class 


Mail for delivery in North and South

Many 
fine Revenue Collections are lacking 
in them. Therefore you can imagine 
my pleasure in making additions to 
my own collection, so that now I lack 
only one of the five known major var- 
ieties. 

These stamps were a provisional 
issue for War Prize cases, relating 
to enemy ships or other property 
seized by the government. Those 
known to be overprinted are:— 

Mark's #SC16—10c, Widow Queen. 

SC17—25c, Young Queen. 
SC18—25c, King Geo. V. 
SC19—50c, Young Queen. 
SC29—$1, Widow Queen. 

All are overprinted in Red. Sup- 
rosedly some are known struch twice 
in Red, and others are supposedly 
known struck once in Red and again 
in Purple. Those double strikes I have 


not seen, but Roy Wrigley reports 
owning the $1 in this condition. 
I still lack No. SC17, and every 


Canadian collector I have correspond- 
ed with, also lacks it. Does it exist? 
Bond’s Catalogue of Federal Revenue 
Stamps, published in 1953 lists it as 
renorted but not seen. 

Who can report owning a copy of 
SC17 or a copy of any value with two 
strikes of “IN PRIZE”?

Plate Numbers a 

The new design postage stamps 
will both be printed from two plates, 
Nos. 1 and 2. Plate number blocks 
will only be supplied from the Phil- 
atelic Section of this Department 
with orders for this stamp in mint 
condition. One hundred stamps, a 
full pane, must be ordered for each 
plate number block desired. 

General 

The current issue H.M. Queen Eliz- 
abeth II, 1954 design portrait stamp, 
is available in the stock of the Phil- 
atelic Section printed from the un- 
dermentioned plate numbers: 

1c—Plates 1, 2 and .3 

2c—Plates 3, 4 and 5. 

3c—Plates 1 and 2. 

4c——Plates 3, 4, 5 and 6. 

5c—Plates 6, 7, 8, 9 and 10. 

6e—Plates 1 and 2. 

The same design postage stamp in 
the 2¢ denomination has been issued 
overprinted with the letter “G” to in- 
dicate their use for the prepayment 
of postage by Federal Government 
Departments on official mail. This 
issue is now available so overprinted 
in the 2ec and 5e denominations and 
may be ordered. Each order for these 
stamps must be accompanied by a 
signed declaration that they will not 
be used for postage purposes. Plate 
number blocks of this stamp will be 
sold. when specifically ordered, in 
blocks of four and only four stamps: 
must be erdered.

a nice collection of Canadian Plate 
Blocks. Both lists were for very 


tough positions, which is an indica- 
tion of one’s collection. I have been 
wondering what effect Major K. 
Hamilton White's retirement will 
have regarding a new edition of our 
plate block catalog. I have heard 
not a whisper re a third edition. I 
understand our Winnipeg dealer, who 
published a catalog of the 1937 issues 
on, is taking a census of who has 
what. This is of course done so as 
to arrive at a valuation. If a check 
list is sent out to, say 1,500 collectors, 
and only 100 of them have a certain 
position, then that position must be 
scarce, so a high value is placed on 
it. If and when he publishes one, 
let us hope his values will be closer 
to market value. 

Perhaps Seott Publications, when 
they publish their new Br. North 
American catalog (?), will list and 
price all plate blocks. We care not 
who puts the catalog out, just as 
long as we know what our plate 
bloeks are worth, or near so. 

I wonder how many of you plate 
block collectors could quote retail 
values of any given plate number and 
position if asked by some one. Not 
very many of you Pll bet. 

I have a pocket size loose leaf, 
leather bound book in which every 
position from number 231 to date is 


listed, with retail prices marked in 
for about 994; of the positions. I 


keep it as up to date as possible. The 
catalog number, the plate number 
and position are entered in ink. The 
retail values are entered in pencil 
which can be erased for any price 
changes. 

It will take quite a while to get 
well started with one of these per- 
sonal catalogs. All you can do is 
make up your lists ready for price 
filling then fill them in as you see 
them advertised. 

I will be pleased to send anyone a 


sample of one of my pages, with 
prices filled in, of any catalog num- 


ers you choose. Please enclose a 
stamped addressed envelope, or a 


plate block, to cover cost of mailing. 

And now a word or two about plate 
blocks. I would again suggest that 
ycu don't get too far behind with the 
eurrent plate positions, Make sure of 
those 4c Queen Plate 4. There does 
not seem to be too many of this plate 
around. Get your set-filled in. If you 
have not already done so, get these 
Alta.-Sask. sets filled. I believe the 
bulk of these went to Alberta and 
Seskatchewan. 

The 6e crange, which is on its way 
out, is going to be hard to get in 
well centered blocks. Get what you 
can and replace later will well cen- 
tered blocks if you can. 

Some of our current issues are so 
off centered it's a shame to use them 
for postage. The bulk of them will 
never see a stamp album, that's sure. 
The only advantage I can see in off 
centered blocks is that they make 
well centered blocks that much more 
valuable.

Your Answer 


W. A. S., Ont.—Q: I'm a beginner 
in stamp collecting. What is the 
quickest and cheapest way to get a 
sizeable collection ? 

A: Your question intrigues me. Ist, 
Pd say anything worth having does- 
n't come cheaply. I think what you 
have in mind is what you can afford. 
Most of us have some loose change to 
spend for entertainment, pleasure and 
enjoyment. The amount is limited by 
our circumstances. Each has to de- 
cide what amount he can play with 
without trespassing on the funds he 
must reserve for the more cbligatory 
matter of providing the essentials of 
life. With that decided you will know 
what you have for stamps and other 
enjoyments. As to quickly acquiring 
a stamp collection—take your time. 
The enjoyment only continues by al- 
ways having scmething left to get at 
some future date. However, you 
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wanted advice and not an editorial. 
As à beginner I presume you have ex- 
hausted all sources of securing 
stamps from old letters in your home 
and possibly among your friends. 
Now ycu've got to go elsewhere. 


Buy the biggest stamp mixture 
advertised by some stamp dealer 


that you can afford, whether it's a 


world mixture or a particular country | 


-— whichever you have decided to col- 
lect, Sort these over and mount them 
with stamp hinges in an album, 
either a standard album or a home 
made one. Arrange them to a plan, 
either chronologically or in sequence. 
after exhausting the stamp mixture 
possibilities you are then ready to 
choose missing stamps from approv- 
als or by want lists to your dealer. 
And qualify as a collector by making 
sure you meunt them in an album. 
Stamps stored in cigar, candy or 
shoe boxes do not form a collection— 
just an accumulation. 

M. T. C, Alta.—Q: In preparing 
some printed stationery should I say 
Pm a stamp collector or philatelist ? 

A: First be sure you know the 
terminology. Years ago I had an un- 
seen stamp correspondent whose 
first name was Althea. For about six 
months I opened my letters with 
“Dear Sir,” then the lady wrote me 
that she wasn't a man but a woman. 
Many doting parents 
their baby girls after flowers, as 
Rose, Pansy, Daisy, etc., and when I 
looked it up I found Althea was a 
fancy name for hollyhock. Perhaps 
philatelist is a fancy name for stamp 
collector. Personally I think a stamp 
collector can only become a philatelist 
when he has got to the point where he 
sees stamps as more than pieces of 
raper with pictures on them and be- 
gips to study them for their histor- 
ical meaning, their worth as art, their 
manner of manufacture, their differ- 
ences, service rendered both socially 
and as a source of revenue, etc. That 
is true philately.

Already 
they have received criticism. To add 


to same might be unkind, but on 
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first seeing the photo of the forth- 
coming caribou stamp the first thing 
we thought of was a centipede on its 
back with its legs waving in the air. 
We were terribly disappointed, par- 
ticularly when we remember the nice 
job Newfoundland did with its cari- 
bou stamp. 

The Hamilton Spectator stamp col- 
umn dismisses it with the remark 
that it is illustrated by a line-up of 
seven caribou toeing the mark like 
the thin red line of British Regulars. 
A Montreal Conservative M.P.’s com- 
ment described it as a nightmare. 

W. H. Herridge, M.P. for Koot- 
enay West, B.C., described the goat 
on the 5e stamp as looking more like 
a dispeptie hippopotamus and a 
travesty on the neble mountain goat. 
He said it reminded him of how his, 
childhood pet, a whisky drinking 


‘goat cnce owned by his father, would 


look if he were deprived of his morn- 
ing pick-me-up of a bowl of whisky. 

It’s too bad thet stamps get so 
much criticism but many are going 
to agree that in this instance it could 
be anticipated.

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Canada OHMS Officials 


From a paper read by Roy Wrigley 
at a Vancouver stamp club. 





In 1923, collectors noticed Canadian 
stamps, on mail from certain Gov- 


ernment Departments, were perfor- 
ated O.H.M.S. with the letters H and 
M 5-holes high. The stamps were the 
regular 1912 King George V (Crown) 
issue. The Finance Department did 
the perforating, in Ottawa, and dis- 
tributed these postage stamps to 
various government offices, for ex- 
elusive use on government mail. 
Their use was continued until March 
11, 1935, embracing Scott No. 104 to 
No. 210, or Gibbons No. 246 to No. 
394. 

The perforating machine would 
perforate a row of ten small size 
stamps at a time, with the sheets fed 
in flat, often several sheets at a 
time, causing ‘missing perfs.’ Where 
one row has been perforated twice, it 
constitutes an ‘X’ Double; if perfed 
three times it is a ‘XX’ Triple, then 
we have a ‘Compound’ where perfed 
one way, then fed in another way. 
We have rare instances where one 
row is missed in the perfing, giving 
a ‘Z’ Imperforate Pair. 

Type 1, 5-Hole O.H.M.S. 

The 5-hole perforated extended 
from July 1923 to March 11, 1935, 
and included the 1912 King George 
V Admiral issue, Scott No. 104, to 
the 1933 Commemorative issue, Scott 
No. 210, C1 to E9, Air Mail, and 
Special Delivery. The No. 112, 118 
and 167 are the lower price items in 
this field, at around $4 each. 

(From March 12, 1935, to July 1, 
1939, perforating was discontinued 
and the Post Office Department sup- 
plied all Government Departments 
with regular postage stamps). 

P.O.D, Perforates 5-Hole Stamps 

On July 1, 1939, the Post Office 
Department took over perforating of 
all stamps supplied to Government 
offices. They recalled all stamps on 
hand in these offices, to be perforated 
on their 5-hole perforating machine. 
Among those returned we find the 
odd 1933 Commemorative, 1935 King 
George V Silver Jubilee, 1935 King 
George V, also the Air Cl to 6, and 
Special Delivery E1 to 9. The num- 
bers returned were quite limited, and 
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all are scarce. Of those returned 
some were in broken sheets, and in 
feeding these into the machine (which 
ordinarily perfed a row of ten) on 
occasion we have a pair, one perfor- 
ated, and the other unperforated, de- 
signated in Wrigley's Checklist as 
‘Z’. These are among the rarities, 
of the Officials, and are found in 
both 5-hole and 4-hole. They have a 
value of around $50.00 a pair. 

In a letter frcm L. J. Mills, Direc- 
tor of Financial Services. P.O. Dept. 
he states: “I therefore believe that it 
is correct to state that the two 5-hole 
perforating machines, transferred to 
y department in 1939, were destroy- 
ed." 

Type 2, 4-Hole Stamps 

In July, 1939, the Post Office De- 
partment installed a new machine to 
perforate OHMS the ‘H’ and ‘M’ let- 
ters, four holes high. The 4-hole per- 
forating commenced with the 1937 
King George VI (Scott No. 231, Gib- 
bons No. 357) carrying through the 
1939 Royal Visit, 1942 War, 1946 
Peace, 1949 Revised, the Air, Air 
Special Delivery, and the Special De- 
livery, (to Scott No. E4 and Gibbons 
No. S15.) These are relatively cheap, 
ranging from lc where the perfing 
is nermal position (A C E or F) to 
several dollars when they have been 
fed into the machine in an awkward 
or incorrect manner, giving B D G or 
H position. The Scott No. 223, 224, 
225 and 226, or Gibbons No. 347, 348, 
349 and 350 perforated 4-hole were a 
few of the 1935 King George V issue 
returned from the government of- 
fices to be perforated 5-hole, but 
were received after the 4-hole 
machine had been installed. Their 
limited number, indicates their scar- 
city. 

Type 3, O.H.M.S. Stamps 

In September 1949, recognizing 
the cost of manually perforating the 
number of stamps required, the Post 
Office Dept. overprinted O.H.M.S. 
stamps commencing with the 1942 
War issue, 1949 Revised, 1946 Air 
Mail, and 1950 Special Delivery, 
(Seott No. O1 to 15a, C.O1, and E.O1, 
or Gibbons No. 375 to 418, 407 and 
S.15.) In the overprinted we find a 
Missing Period after ‘S’ in the War 
le, 2e, 10c, 14c, 20e, 50c and $1., 50c 
Oil, Revised 1e, 4e and 5e, and Air 
7c. In addition in the le Revised the 
Missing Period exists after the ‘M’, 


Es 
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and in. the 5c Revised after 'O' and 
‘H’, after “H”, and after ‘M’. 

We also have the Narrow Spacing 
in the War 1c, 2e, 3e, 4c, and in the 
Revised 1c, 2e, 3c, 4c, and 5c. 

Type 4, ‘G’ Official Stamps 

On September 30, 1950, recogniz- 
ing that French, as well as English 
is an official language, and that there 
were no corresponding words in 
French for “On Her Majesty's Ser- 
vice," the letter 'G' was used, mean- 
ing ‘Government,’ or ‘Gouvernement.’ 
These extended from the 1950 Re- 
vised, 1946 Peace, 1950 Resources, 
1952 Change of Color, 1952 Regular 
Issue, 1953 Queen Elizabeth 1c to 5e, 
1954 Q.E. 5c, 50c Textile, 10c Es- 
kimo, Te Air, and 10c Special De- 
livery. 

In the o.p. ‘G’ we find two errors 
in the 0.26 10c Fur, with the 'G' 
missing once in certain sheets, also 
the ‘G’ Misplaced, on the skin, or 
trapper’s waist.

DIRECTORY

In building up a library of Canada 
postal data I had heard of a 2,600 
page directory of Canada in 1871, of 
which only 100 copies were made. 
This scunded like a very uneconom- 
ical affair, but it evidently was true. 


In a lot of books recently purch- 
ased was Lovel's 1871 “Canadian 
Dominion Directory". That was it! 
Lovell, of Montreal, had been a pro- 
lific printer of Canada  gazetteers 
and directories since about 1845, and 
all the different 1871 books for all 
six provinces, including Newfound- 


land, were bound into one immense 
7-inch thick book. The price was 
somewhat less than the combined 
total of all the separate smaller 
books. 

About a half million personal 


names were included in locality lists 
of all Canada, and Newfoundland, ex- 
cept the farming communities. Much 
data about each municipality was in- 
cluded. The Post Office List for 1871 
was the part that most interested me, 
of course. Railroad and steamer data 
was very complete. 

In the preface to the book the pub- 
lisher noted that he had lost $12,000 
on a similar venture in the 1857 Dir- 
ectory he published. 

15,000 letters were received in 
ratherine the data. I wonder who got 
the stamps to soak off! 4,914 places 
were described as to their churches, 
stores, factories, hotels, etc. A type 
foundry credit of $8,000 was ar- 
ranged for. Of course it was handset 
iype in those days, and I estimated 
it took 20 printers three months to do 
the handwork. 

Lovell published a smaller 
similar to this, called *Lovell's Gaz- 
etteer of British North America,” 
about 600 pages. I own the numbers 
for 1873, 1883, 1895. This was com- 
posed of data about each of the muni- 
cipalities of the successive dates—no 
list of persons or post offices being 
ziven. If a place had a post office it 
was noted, of course. 

If information about any towns- 
man, place, or post office, of these 
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dates is desir ed, just ask. me, It may 
be there. :
